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THE NEGRO AR A JUROR,
From the Pttsbcera Cuinalgradlitl,

“Negro on the brain” was formerly con-
sidered ns a dangerons and very troublesome
malady among us,  T'he person thus atflictad
wis supposed to be quite disqualified for ox-
ercising a sound jndgment in regard to many
subjects of great  practionl importance.
Though the disease has disappeared, excopt a
sporadic case here and thers, the memory of
its disagreeable symptoms is still fresh, and
porhaps exerts an influence unfavorabls to a
dispassionate and ivepartial consideration of
the elass whose olaims onee gave rise to such
morbid ¢ffects in their advocateas,

Liut thege colored people in great numbers
form a part of our compatriots; their con.
dition in the futnre is a matter that forces
itself upon the attention of the presant, and
there is no wisdom in refasing to look at
the subject because it may happen to be un-
pleasant or because we may think that too
nmch has been made of it in the past,
Though the civil relations of these psople
ooneern the South more than the NanA, and
though thereis good reason to believe that
many of those among us will gradually sesk
a warmor climate, still, many of them will
romain here, and a long time must elaps
beforsa our population will ba i‘:‘;‘:

quite without an African  eloment.
Hence, on several grounds, we of the
North watch and ought to watoh with

a keen apirit of inquiry the soocial procosses
of meitloruent and arrangement of the two
races now going on in the late slave States.
The subject is one of considerable theoretionl
as well as practical interest, and it is not im-
probable that in time to come the results of
the vast experiment proceeding in those re-
wions will be referred to as illustrating some
of the most obscure problems in ethnology.
In view of these considerations and others
that might he mentioned, the following ex-
traoct from the Klorida Banner of the 15th of
Novomber will be read with general satisfac-
tion. [fis a portion of a charge delivered to
the Grrand Jury of Marion county by Judge
L08R —
“The doubt with our people was, whother the
f recdmen (as jurors) would tind acoording to the
avta—would ever convict oue of thelr own race of
erime, particularly ef larceny or a4 erime agalnss the
whites. During the two former gittings of the court
in the five counities of this circult, there hove been &
multitude of offenders piut upon ttial before Mmixed
juries, and in some Instances of Lisck men exclu-
dively, A very large majority of such offenders have
been biaok men on trisl for offensed agalust white
men, and upon the property of white men. In al-
most every instance, certalnly in n majority of cases,
where the ovidence was clear and t‘unc{uﬂlve the
jury has foumd the prisoner gulity, OF the twenty
or thirty convictions obtained at the former sittings
of tiis oourt very ueatly all were black men con.
victed of offenses aguinst white men, and convicted
by ek, A mixed jucy in such cases 18 almost sure
o arvive a8 a just conclusion.”

Wo have assumed that this statement will
be read with general satisfaction, because we
suppose there are few who will rvegret to see
their own sinister or despondent anticipa-
tions in such a watter falsified by facts. It
is another instance added to the multitude
known before, which show that, in regard to
races of maokind as well as distinet classes of
society, charitable juduments are usually the
soundest, and that the spirit of sweeping
condemnation is as foolish as it is wicked,
In the days before the war, the negro in the
North was an object of contempt to one sort
of people and an object of compassion to an-
other sort. Cities und neighborhoods could
be mentioned in which a considerable num-
ber of persons concerned themselves abont
him, and had come to conclusions favorable
upon the whele to the African character.
Theso benevolent inguirers wera generally
Quakers, and their friendly theories
vere not allowed to remain mers
Jheories, They became inots in
he form of schools, reading-rooms, and
ither institutions, by the use of which pros-
sarous, or at least comfortable African com-
munities were enabled to show, on a small
scale, their susceptibility of civilization. The
Quaker testimony regarding their sable
proteges was, that they were fairly intelligent
and more than fairly thankful for kindnesses
received. In the South, there was mueh di-
versity of opinion in regard to some straits of
nogro character, while his intellectual and
moral inferiority to the white man was an
almost universal article of faith. Yet ladies
intereated in slave property were often heard
to affirm that negroes were very affectionate
in disposition and capable of forming very
strong attachiments, not only to one another,
but to their owners and their owners’ families.
The lords of these ladies we have
heard confirm this witness, with the reserva-
tion or explanation that these attachments
were always short-lived, vehement but tran-
sient, This notion, even when sincerely en-
tertained, might be suspected to have origi-
aated in the obvious utility or desirableness
of limitation in the case. Humane alave-
holders would naturally feel leas compunction
in rending attachments which they believed
to be destined to a speedy termination at any
rate, or in dissolving a conneotion known to
have been formed under the prompting of a
transitory sentiment. With respect to
another moral trait of the African there was n
truly admirable concurrence of opinions among
the Caucasian lords of the soil and their white
vetainors, The negro, they said, had no re-
apect for property, the difference betweesn

mine and thine was a difference which
could mnever be impressed wupon his
moral nature, Why, he would ooea-
sionally steal even himself! We may
add that stealing has been the vice of slaves
of all races and in all ages. Ina Roman
mouth the same word denoted a thief and a
slave; oach was a fur, or “‘mun of three let-
tars.” But the Southern theory referred the
vice to the original constitution of the Afri-
can. Andscience, in the persons of Messars, Nott
and Gliddon, came forward to sustain the
doctrine with the ‘““Types of Mankind;" a
book, by the wnﬂ. which seemed to Alexander
Huamboldt to exhibit secience in its lowest de-
gradation. These notions of negro character
provailing, no wonder that little good was
expooted of him a8 a juror. Bat “‘time is
the great innovator;” tried in war as a trained
soldier, and in pesce a8 & juryman, he has,
in both characters, justified the predictions
of his friends, and has shown that his
enemiss were as deficient in penetration as in

humanity,

strate, and it is the only one which we have
ever soen which, by the mysterions law of
asgocintion, reminded us of a boneboiling
eatablishment in the fulness of its fragranos,
We muny as well, in  the very outset, acknow-
ledge that this publiostion peofessos to be
*Republican” in its polities, from which the
inference may be drawn, to our disadvantage,
that it is as necessary for a Republioan to be
ns dirty in Louisiana as *a Demoorat” in New
York. Only premising that the aditor of this
typographical bouguet is & wember of Con-
gress, we procead to an analy#is of his odorifs-
rous manufactures,

For some reason—we do not oare what,
for it would be time wafited to conjecturs it—
there is nob merely war to the knife, but war
to the bullet, the bludgeon, and the spirling
of yenom, between the Homer Jliad and an-
other newspaper called the Claiborne Adpo-
cafe. Hontilities thus far, we believe, ars
confined to a brisk interohange of epithets
and the small shot of vituperation—we would
say billingsgate, only the poor fish-wives
heve already grown clean-mouthed, by com-
parison, in our estimation.  “*Allen C. Hill,"
says the fliad, “the hefty goose of the Adeo-
eate, displays in his dirty aputterings con-
tinuned uneasiness in regard to eduncation.”
**He fears, " adds his enemy, “‘that the colored
people may learn to read and write.”
These are fears that, we confoss, we should
share with Mr. A, . Hill, if the edun-
eated black could avail himself of no boter
reading than the newspaper before uw,
and could not write more decently than ite
editors, We do not want the freedmen of
Louisiana to be taughd ohirography meraly
that ink may be wasted and clsan white paper
worse than spoiled—that they may, in print,
eall ench other “‘buzzards,” ‘‘bottle-bellied
toads,” “*skunks,” *‘wild bulla," *‘big hogs,”
and “‘brutish, bare-brained, puling dogs."”
These are all zoologioal titles which the inge-
nious Blackbnrn lavishes upon his foe. There
ix nothing particularly original about them-—
they are specimens of rather a hackneyed
atyle of scolding. Heaven help the negroes
if they are to take their primary lessons in
“civilization” and refinement from such an
educator and champion! That we may be
thoroughly nunderstood, we transfer ene gem
entire: —

“The Nasman of the Advocnfe spenks of News,
Now, Naanan of old was & mighty man in Syria, ‘but
he was u leper.' Ho with the Neaman of The Clal-
borpe Adrocate.  He 16 Indecd o mighty man o the
land of Vlborne—yel, & mofy wan—but he ls very
fnithy, Awl yet he speuks of fleas, And why need
he fear fdeas? One would pot survive on ks sceth.
ing surface longer than would a goat o the crater of
Mount Vesuvius!”

—A whole broadside of stuff like this ap-
pears in a journal which professes to be de-
voted not only to **Politics and News,” bnt
to “Civilization and Literature.” If Lou-
isiana is to have no nobler aid in her struggle
for regeneration and reconstrmetion. her case
is a forlorn one indeed! This ill-bred and
undesorving newspaper, a8 we leurn from an
sonouncement in the van of ifts colunns, is
“‘The Official Jonrnal of the | nited States,”
ag it is of “‘the State of Iwnisiana and the
Parish of Claiborne,” 1f the General Gov-
eroment is in any way responsible for this
weekly compost of vulgurity and abuse, we
pray the Creneral Government, for its own
sake, a8 well ns for the suke of the Republi-
can party, straightway to wush its hands of
the responsibility, If we cannot maintain
the peace and dignity of the Union in Lon-
isiann without such an utier degradation of
the HRepublican press as this Homer§ Hied
imports, we should cease to talk at least
of the dignity. This kind of newspaper
was common enough at the South before
the Rebellion; was the continuned breeder of
personal encounters, of fights in the strests
and of fights in the bar-room, of wayside as-
sasinations and all manner of bloody and
desperate deeds. Ultimately they were the
ill.omened birds brooding over the egg of
treason until they hatched it into spasmodie,
but most mischievous life. If now, when the
war is over, our only hope of future peace is
in the social regeneration of the South, why
should g paper calling itself **Republican”
und *‘tWe official journal of the United States"
be thus permitted to bring disrepute upon
the national obharacter, and to hinder the work
of reconstruetion, while it endertakes to ad-
vanco ib? The editor professes to be a
gennine Southern Uniomist. Of men with
this high olaim to consideratien we have
never failed to speak in defense, whenever
we have thonght them unjustly or ungener-
ously treated: but s newspaper like this *‘Re-
publican” journal of Louisiana does more to
silence us than all the logic of the copper-
heads and all the lamentations of the uure-
coustructed.

really guite a fine edifice. Of its interior, il
is not for the like of usito judge. All that we
know of its seorsts wo glean from the showy
and eloguent reports which from time to time
are givento the world, Onehas just appeared,
Here it is that Philadelphin’s solitory post
comes into action. He iy the secrotary—the
Charles Thomson—of the league. He writea
what the loyal thunders utter; and he writes
very well; and in the annual 3eport just ont,
printed in the Philadelphia pupers, he has
sketched with a master's and post’s hand the
trinmphs of radiealism and the league, and
the blessed state of the country from Minne-
gota to Georgin. It dovs one good to read
it. It almost makes ns forget the public
debt and the income tax. TIts panegyric on
General Grant (und no one lus wore cause to
praise him than Mr, Hoker) is the more
carnest becanse there s o very eloar intima-
tion that the leagners wore a little distrustful
of him, and never felt eutively happy till he
appointed Bickles (an honored and frequent
guest), and lim_-i(-, and Robeson (both mem-
bers) in succession to ofice, That ‘]“""n Mr.
Boker suld or sang Nune diviittin; and, if we
are nob mistaken, the prayoer Les heon pretsy
effectunlly granted,

But pesce, as another poet Lus justly said,
has its victories as well 88 wir, sud we learn
that the Philadelphia leagne lLns recently
gained one for which we are grateful,

LET THE LOAD BE LIGHTENED!
From the N. T. Tinies,

We published on Saturrday a portion
of the tealimony with which the press is
teeming in faxor of an immediate and large
reduction of taxation, On no sabject is pub-
lic opinion more decided, and on none is the
press of the country more emphatic or united,
These axpressions of judgment and fesling
are rendeted more significant by the fact
that they are ealled fortli by the proposal of
the President to maintain the present rate of
taxation wuntil the debt «hall have been
funded at a lower rate of intereat, and by the
apparent indisposition of the Secretary of the
Treasury to graut relief uutil s poliey be
further advenoed. They are virtually a pro-
test against the views of the administration
in this respect. "T'hey are a warning that the
conrse proposed cannot be persisted in with
impumnity, and an indieation of the demand
nrgod by the people with w fruness which
Congress cannot wisely resist,

Nor ean it be pretended that the protest or
the demand emunates from political oppo
nents alone, or s designod in wny manner to
embarrass the netion of the Government, We
have purposely enlled the testimony we ad-
duee from journals decidedly friendly to
Ganeral Grant and his admimstration, or from
journals whose independent attitade removas
them from factions tellowship with the eppo-
sition.  When staunch and inflnential Repab-
licans liko the Boston Adoorfiser, the Albany
Journal, the Erie Diynteh, the Chicago 1'ri-
bune, and the Lawrence Jewrnal insist that
the position assumed in the message and the
Treasury report must be abandoned, and that,
in advatce of all other reforms, the taxes
mwust ba reduced, we may safely conclude
that the current of Republican feeling runs
strongly in the direction which the 7%mex has
ventured again and sgain to indicate. If the
business men who eare little for mere parti-
sanship wera consulted, we are sure that
ninety-nine hundredths of them would be
found to cherish the same opinion. They
may differ in reference to gold sales, or the
enrrency, or the tariff, but they are agreed in
the call for lightened burdens. ‘“I'nke off
taxes” is the all but universal ery among
those engaged in productive industry, and in
all trade, foreign or domestic. To this cry
Congress onght not to be indifferent.

The demund derives additional strength
from its reasonableness and justice. It does
not involve weakness or inconvenience to the
Government, damage to the publie eredit, or
loss to any important interest. While the
war lasted, the most onerons taxation was
borne cheerfully; and if to-day there were an
actual necessity for its continuance, it would
be submitted to ungrudgingly. But there is
neither financial wisdom nor equity in keep-
ing up war taxation years after peace has been
restored. On the contrary, there is folly as
well a8 wrong in the attempt to perpetuate
excessive burdens for the redemption of
bonds long in advance of their maturity, or
for the carrying out of any finsncial theory
which the Secretary may have formed, predi-
cated upon possible funding in the future, or
any similar contingency. f"ur funding is at
best & remole contingency, It may be ap-
plied under pressure to the extent of the
bonds deposited by the national banks; but
otherwise, it will be impracticable until after
the resumption of specie payments—and
that, as most of us know, requires much pu-
tient waiting.

We object, then, to the continuance of the
present taxstion during the period which
must elapse before resumption or funding
can be effeoted. ‘TI'he conntry cannob sustain
the load, and neither the public credit nor
the exigencies of the public service require
it. The administration prideR itself on its
mensures of retrenchment, and Congress pro-
fenses a desire to promote it, But the prime
purpose of retrenchment is relief to the peo-
ple; and the onlf practical shape which relief
cun take is the largest possible reduotion of
taxes, Will Congress or the administration
sssume the responsibility which denial of this
relief will assuredly entail ?
